Dear Sir —Vhe tacts stated in this pa- 
per were contained in the report we 
made to the Philadelphia ible Society. 
They give a partial view of the manner 
in which the French ‘Testaments were 
received by the Roman Cat ilies in New 
Orleans, and its victiuty. As has alrea- 
dy been stated, Lreached that place on 
the tenth of February. Lsoon ascertain- 
ed thatthe 3000 copies of the Testament, 
directed to the care of the managers of 
the Louisiana Bible Society, had been 
received. But nove of them ‘iad at that 
time deen offered to the people. A few 
copies were given out on the day | arriv- 
ed in the place. The succeeding day 
an additional uumber was distributed. — 
The day following, February twelfth, 
the number of the destitute. who made 
application for asvpply, very much in- 
creased, From nine o’clock a. m. te one 
pr. M. the door of the distributor was 
thronged with from fifty to one hundred 
ersons. ‘Those who upped were of 
all avesand ofall colours. ‘They were 
hterally clamorous, in their solicitations 
for the sacred book. For some. succes- 
give daysthe applicants becaine Mill more 
numerous, Ina week after the distribu- 
tion of the Testaments commenced, one

In many countries where christianity 
has been established the church has been 
made an engine of state ¢ and s such temp- 
tations have been oft ive to the caeelnns 
and ambitious to seek cuurch prelerment, 
as few have been able to ov sibaliat ote 
Henee. the higher offices of the church 
hi ve been Gils df with infrigny yer and ile- 
signing men, who have regarded every 
thine, more than thetr religious dut} 
And others have entered into lower sta- 
tions * that they might get a piece of 
bread.”? Not that in every church, there 
have not been honourable exceptions to 
this general character of establishments. 
Of this kind many instances, w hich might 
be specified, lave occurred in the Hn- 
clish and Scottish Churches. But from 
the days of Constantine to the present 
tine. the evil of connecting Chuich and 
State has been felt and deploced. — Sien, 
who have heard and read much; declama- 
tion on this subject, and are glad of any 
opnortunity of justifving their neglect or 
contempt of religion, have permitted such
